I! adrii), Oct. 29.—M arshall M artinez 
Campos, after an audience w ith the 
queen rcpt rn and a prolonged confer­ 
r e e with the m inister of iinance, Senor 
Pmpoerver, left for Paris w ith im port­ 
ant papers for the Spanish peace COm- 
flU IHS.OQt'TS. 
P aris Oct. 
29.—A son of Senor 
Moutero Rios, who is an attache of the 
fcptnisti peace commiss.on, w ent to 
Madrid and will have a conference w ith 
the government. 
I ne American peace commissioners 
ai their sessions arew up a m em oran­ 
dum on the subject of the Philippine 
islands which it is expected they will 
place before the spanish commissioners 
at the joint session which is to take 
place on Monday next. 
VV aching ion, Oct. 29.—The president 
was enabled to lay before toe cabinet 
very en. ouraging reports from Paris re­ 
garding the progress of the peace nego­ 
tiations. The aum inistration now fully 
believes th at the negotiations w ill be 
contended much sooner than was ex- 
S 
eated from the outlook a few days ago, 
i eau be stated authoritatively th at the 
commissioners have not yet actually 
begun the discussion of the Philippine 
question, aud further, tn at it w ill not 
betaken ap until next week. Since the 
Spaniards have ton ml th at the Ameri­ 
can commissioners mean exactly w hat 
they say, aud th at their presentation of 
the siue of the U nited States is in real­ 
ity an uuti mat urn, the uselessness of 
prolonged debate, it is said, has become 
apparent to the Spaniards, and it is now 
le.ieved the Philipp.ne discussion w ill 
be less protracted th an rep o rted . some 
days ago. 
Although the members of the cabinet 
are extremely reticent on the subject of 
the acquisition of the Philippines, there 
is now little e r no donbt tn at nothing 
less than the cession ox the entire group 
of 
inlands .will be accepted by the 
American oonimissiouers. 
The United States has not assum ed 
aor guaranteed the so-callea m unicipal 
deb oi Cuba or Cuban municipalities, 
but it is expected tn at such debts will 
be paid by the m unicipalities incurring 
them, for by no reasoning could they be 
charged upon &pa.u. 
Our governm ent, 
K is said in official circles, would look 
upon any attem pt a t evading the pay­ 
n im s oi such debts as lepudiaiion and 
dishonest, aud w hatever governm ent is 
established in Cuba will be expected to 
see that these obligations are carried 
•u t in good laitb. 
Moreover some of 
the bonds of Cuban m unicipalities are 
held by citizens of the United States 
aud toe United States m ight insist th at 
the nvestments of her citizens in such 
sqcu. lttes are made good.

The approaching November brings to mind 
the custom of our ancestors, hallowed by time 
md rooted in our most sacred traditions, of 
giving thanks to Almighty God for all the 
blessings he has vouchsafed to us during the 
past year. 
Fow years in our history have afforded such 
cause tor thanksgiving as this. We havebe0n 
blessed by abundant harvests, our trade and 
cm nm em ' have been wonderfully increased’, 
our public credit has been improved and 
strengthened, all junctions of our common 
reunify have been 
brought together and 
knitted into closer bonds of national purpose 
and unity. 
The skies have been for a time darkened by 
the cloud of war. but as we were compelled to 
take up the sword in the cause of humanity, 
we are permitted to rejoioe that the conflict 
has been of brief duration and the losses we 
have had to mourn, though grievous and Im­ 
portant, have been so few, considering the 
great results accomplished, as to inspire us 
with gratitude and praise to the Lord of Hosts. 
We may laud and magnify his holy name that 
the cessation of hostilities came so soon as to 
spare both sides the countless sorrows and dis­ 
asters that attend protracted war. 
I do therefore invite all my fellow citizens, 
as well those at home as those who may be at 
sea or sojourning in foreign hinds, to set apart 
and observe Thursday, the twenty-fourth day 
of Novena!*

P h il a d e l p h ia , Oct. 29.— The great 
peace jubilee has been brought to a 
close. 
A ^dedication of Independence 
hall occurred aud then a civic parade. 
Governor Hastings, Mayor W arwick 
and the other officials reviewed the 
parade from the same stand in the 
court of honor which the president oc­ 
cupied Thursday. 
T h e rededication of old Independence 
hall, the histor.o building from which 
the Declaration of Independence was 
read to the people of the new republic 
on July 4, i 77b, was interesting. 
The 
building, which had from time to tim e 
since tnat date been added for uses as 
offices of 
til i m unicipal authorities, 
have all been recently removed aud tile 
iamous hall is now in .is original form. 
The rededication exercises w’ere pre­ 
sided over by Governor Hastings aud 
were opened by prayer by Rev. Dr. 
brow ii son. 
The 
governor 
also ad­ 
dressed the assemblage. 
The anthem 
“ M y Country ’Tis of Thee,” was sung 
by 8,OO J pupils of the public schools. 
Other exercises followed. 
M ore th a n 20,OJO m en w ere in th e 
lin e, th e b eau ty o f w m c u w as en h anced 
by m an y in te r e st ng floats. 
E specially 
h an d som e w ere th o se illu stra tiv e of the 
arte. 
The commercial museum s had floats 
descriptive of Hawaii, the Philippines, 
Porto ideo aud Cuba, 
bour natives in 
costume were on the Hawaiian float, 
whicn also carri* d bags of sugar, cof­ 
fee and other products. 
The same idea 
was pursued ou the other tioais repre­ 
sent ug our newly acquired colonies. 
Generals Mites and Charter were at 
the Bellevue during the early part of 
the parade, but saw none of it in pub­ 
lic. 
Among tuose on the stand in front 
of th at hotel were Consul General 
Maguthaes of Brazil, his wife aud niece, 
C o u n te s s Westback.

well, as the Kasagi, wnich recently 
went into commission, will snortiy sail 
ior England and after receiving her 
guns tnence to Japan.

L o n d o n, Oct. 29.—Tho first cabinet 
m inister to speak publicly since the 
cabinet council on Thursday is Lord 
Balfour of Burleigh, secretary for Scot­ 
land, who, when addressing a meeting 
at Galashiels, Scotland, declared th at it 
was the settled policy of the govern­ 
ment that the valley of the Nile m ust 
be Egyptian territory.

There does not seem to be the slight­ 
est foundation for the report th at the 
British cabinet has decided to declare 
the protectorate of G reat Britain over 
Egypt.

Jacob Gepfert, whose home is in M al­ 
vern, who arrived here, is a reputable 
man aud his statem ents ought to be 
authoritative. 
In .speaking of the new 
eldorado he said: 
“ it is difficult to 
find out just w hat there is in it, tor Mr. 
Alfred W arum in, a newcomer, who has 
purchased a $4,OjO milling cai fit. 
“ come of the reports have been shown 
to me, aud they are more promising 
than the one made by W artm on. winch 
snows about $24 oi pure gold to the ton 
of quartz, 
I here is one assay made at 
the instance of a M alvern man, whose 
name I am not privileged to m ention, 
which shows between $.70 aud $60 of 
gold to the ton. 
“ lf it is all a scheme to raise the price 
of ri al estate on the part of W artm on 
and other tanners, they should begin 
selling pretty soon. 
Many of them 
have now’ been offered more than twice 
tho value of their land, but they are 
still holding on and say they will uot 
sell at uuy price.” 
The big quartz crusher will be in 
operation w ithin a day or two.

took a broad and tolerant view of Mo 
ham m edanism , and lie turned his lib­ 
eralism lo account by securing from tho 
su lta u o f Egypt substantial concessions 
in tho Holy Land th a t no show of 
strength could have extorted. Tho next 
great C hristian monarch to subordinate 
religious to political considerations was 
not a G erm an, but a Frenchm an. N oth­ 
ing so perturbed tho E m peror d ia rie s 
V as the knowledge th a t a friendly u n ­ 
derstanding existed between Francis I of 
France and Solinniu the Magnificent. 
Tho bond of am ity then formed between 
Paris and Constantinople remained u n ­ 
broken until after the French revolu­ 
tion. 
F rench w arships took no part in 
the b attle of Lepanto, and more than 
one F rench officer took service w ith the 
O ttom an troops w hich from tim e to 
timo assailed the A ustrian outposts 
along the Danube. 
In return for her 
good offices France acquired im portant 
commercial privileges in the Le\ an t aud 
certain tutelary powers in connection 
w ith the Catholic subjects of the sultan 
in .Syria. The long friendship, however, 
between the two countries w a s ruptured 
by Napoleon’s invasion of Egypt, and 
the estrangem ent was deepened 40 years 
later by the countenance w hich the gov­ 
ernm ent of Louis 
Philippe gave to 
Ibrahim P ash a’s rebellion against Mah- 
moud ll. 
From tho beginning of the present 
century down to our own day the post 
of C hristian “ noxt frien d ” to the sui 
tan, vet ated by France, was occupied by 
England, and B ritish influence reached 
its acme iii the person of Lord Stratford 
de Radcliffe, known to the Turks as 
“ the G reat E lcb i.” 
A fter his retire­ 
m ent from public life the ascendancy 
w hich he had gained for England at 
C onstantinople was not steadily sus­ 
tained, although it was tem porarily re­ 
vived by Loid Beaconsfield. Some years 
ago Prince Lobanoff, the head of the 
Russian 
foreign office, 
contrived 
to 
m ake his country preponderant iii the 
councils of Yildiz Kiosk, and for a tim e 
it seemed quite possible th a t the czar 
m ight obtaiu a renewal of the treaty of 
(Jnkiar Skelessi, by w hich in 1833 an 
effort w as m ade to convert Turkey iuto 
a vassal state of the great northern em ­ 
pire. 
Since Lobanoff’s death, however, 
R ussia has lost ground, nntw itbstaud- 
ing h er w illingness to avert an interpo­ 
sition of the powers on behalf of the 
Armenians, aud the C hristian sovereign 
to W’hom Abdul H am id now looks for 
advice and support is K aiser W illiam II. 
I t is obvious th at from a cordial u n ­ 
derstanding 
both caliph 
aud 
kaiser 
would have m uch to gain. Such a com ­ 
bination could scarcely fail to prolong 
the hold of the O ttom an dynasty on the 
rem nant of its possessions in southeast­ 
ern Europe. There is no doubt that Ger 
man engineers could render the Darda­ 
nelles and the Bosporus impregnable, 
thus cutting off England and Russia 
from approach to the su ltan ’s capital 
by sea. G erm au officers, if lent, as Von 
Moltke was, for the purpose, could 
speedily convert the excellent w ar ma 
terial furnished by the Turkish levies 
into a redoubtable m ilitary machine. 
The Asiatic revenues of Abdul Hamid 
w ould be m aterially increased if G er­ 
man enterprise and capital were perm it­ 
ted to develop the natural resources of 
Anatolia, aud if the railw ay to Angora, 
already in G erm an hands, were extend­ 
ed to the T igris we should speedily w it­ 
ness a revival of agriculture aud of 
m anufactures throughout. Mesopotamia, 
from Mosul to Bassora. 
W illiam II, on his part, may be rea­ 
sonably supposed to have in view not 
only im m ediate but remote advantages. 
He aim s to acquire forthw ith the whole 
or a part of the tutelary functions which 
France has hitherto exercised in rela­ 
tion to the Catholic C hristians in Syria, 
and to secure for G erm ans in Asia Mi­ 
nor such railway aud luining privileges 
as w ill eventually give them through­ 
out that extensive region the same com­ 
mercial preponderance w hich China has 
conceded to them in the province of 
Shangtung.

groat prophets and earnest reformers 
have the ages known, bnt only one 
Elijah the Tishbite. Corruptibli is no 
stranger in the courts of kings in ancient 
or in modern times, bnt the world has 
had only one Ahab aud one Jezebel. For 
a bulwark against fraud, lust, perjury, 
slander, impiety and murder such a 
rugged character as the fiery prophet 
was needed. 
But all that master aud 
pupil can do is to delay disaster to the 
nation, they canuot avert the doom be­ 
cause they cannot eradicate the evil 
vim s of wickedness from the hearts and 
lives of the people. Jehu can be anoint* 
ed in place of Ahab, and Hazael in 
room of Benhadad, and Jezebel’s rule 
may come to a sudden end, but the dis­ 
ease is too deep seated for a speedy 
euro. 
To espouse the cause of the prophet 
was to incur deep hatred of the rulers 
and scant love from the people. 
Elisha 
was in circumstances of ease if lint of 
affluence, otherwise he could not have 
had 12 yoke of oxen plowing and could 
not have afforded a sacrifice so costly as 
a yoke of oxen for a feast. 
It was haz 
ardous as well as expensive for him to 
become servant and successor cf Elijah. 
No brilliant career opened to him if he 
accepted the call. 
Scorn, opposition 
and persecution confronted him. 
But 
he was of the stuff of which heroes are 
made aud ol)eyod the call. 
His was a 
temper of mind utterly incomprehensi­ 
ble to the man of the world. It was the 
mind of Abraham, who heeded God's 
call. 
It was of the style of Moses and 
Caleb aud Joshua. It was the mind of 
Jesus Christ. 
Something of this same spirit dwells 
in all men who prefer honor to honors. 
It is the spirit of Savonarola, Lather, 
Knox and Wesley. It is the kingly soul 
needing no earthly crown and purple, 
but living the royal life in all places 
and times. 
“ He arose and went after 
Elijah and ministered to him .”

The New York court of appeals has 
recently handed down a decision of the 
greatest interest to every part of the 
United States. 
This declares that the 
surplus ofj the savings banks, amount­ 
ing in Now York to $100,000,000, is 
not liable to taxation, reaching in this 
case the annual saving to the depositors 
of $1,500,000. The decision is made on 
the ground that the surplus does not be­ 
long to the bank, but to the depositors 
as a contingent fund to be paid to them 
nuder certain conditions, being of the 
nature of the reserve fund of an insur­ 
ance company, an ultimate protection 
against possible losses. 
So that the 
word “ deposits” used in the statute of 
exemption must be construed to cover 
also any surplus. The same principles 
which govern this question in New 
York role its operation in every state, 
and this precedent ruling by toe New 
York court will have great weight in 
determining a universal application.

su b scrip tio n papers, the am ount is to be 
paid a fte r the road is in w orking order.”

McNieol asked w hy the same j 


p roposition had not been made to the 
people of Liverpool as to those iii Lisbon, 


th e paym ent of the money as follows: 
Fifty percent in six m onths and the bal­ 


ance in four and tw o months. 
Mr. Francis answered by saying th at 
no proposition of th at character had 
been made. 
A letter from N. G. M acrnm declin­ 
ing to serve on the general com m ittee 
«n account of illness was read and his 
declination was accepted. 
The following were then added to the 
general com m ittee: D. F. Nellis, J. E. 
McDonald, John Steel. W illiam Polk 
aud Samuel Eardly. 
The committee appointed at the joint 
meeting of the board of trade last M on­ 
day night was m ade an executive com ­ 
mittee. 
The com m ittee will meet w ith­ 
in a few days for the purpose of prepar­ 
ing districts in which the com m ittee can 
work. 
Mr. Francis stated that the manufac­ 
turer who subscribed any amount of 
money would be given a traffic certif!- 
tate. 
This was explained by the state­ 
ment that the shipper woald receive a 
rebate of IO per cent off his freight bill 
and IO per cent off fuel bills. The traffic 
tertificates are to be non negotiable. 
“If the committee will fam ish the 
means for the printing of 1,000-mile 
hooks the traveling public, or those con­ 
tributing small sums, will receive some­ 
thing for their money, the same as the 
manufacturer. 
When the committee 
•tarts its work you eau tell the public 
that if the $60,000 is raised the road will 
he built, and if the amount is not forth­ 
coming the road w ill not be built.” 
After further discussion the chair, 
secretary and S. J. Grippe were ap­ 
pointed a committee to confer with Mr 
Francis for the purpose of preparing the 
subscription papers and to arrange the 
traffic matters. 
J. E. McDonald was called upon to 
make a few remarks, and said he was 
heartily in favor of the scheme, and 
after the road is built those who con­ 
tribute money will receive it again w ith­ 
in a few years. 
“ As I understand the 
matter the money which is now to 
he subscribed is merely a loan, as the 
rebate secures the subscriber. 
If this 
road is built there will be, and you will 
see that I am right, more than one manu­ 
facturing plant come to our city.” 
Mayor Bough in speaking on the sub­ 
ject said : “This is a golden opportunity 
for Liverpool to get a railroad. 
With 
the rebate on the passenger and freight 
traffic I do not think it will be hard for 
this committee to raise $60,000 or even 
$100,000. 
The people of West Point are 
anxious for the road to be built, and 
want to see it built as soon as possible.” 
Councilman Stewart wanted to know 
when the subscription papers would be 
liven out and the work classified. 
The 
•hair advised the gentleman that this 
matter would be settled at the next 
meeting.

The New York court of appeals has 
recently handed down a decision of the 
greatest interest to every part of the 
United States. 
This declares that the 
surplus ol[ tho savings bonks, am ount­ 
ing in Now York to $100,000,000, is 
not liable to taxation, reaching in this 
case the annual saving to the depositors 
of $1,500,000. The decision is made on 
the ground that the surplus does not be­ 
long to the bank, but to the depositors 
as a contingent fund to be paid to them 
under certain conditions, being of the 
uature of the reserve fund of an insur­ 
ance company, an ultim ate protection 
against possible losses. 
8 0 that the 
word “ deposits” used in the statute of 
exem ption must be construed to cover 
also any surplus. 
The same principles 
which govern th is question in N ew 
York rule its operation in every state, 
and this precedent ruling by toe N ew 
York court w ill have great w eight in 
determ ining a universal application.
